POLICEMAN PETER LANE TER- 
RORIZED CITIZENS. 


HE HAS BEEN SUSPENDED. 


After Insulting Women and Shooting 
at Men, He Went to a Police Sta- 
tion and Was Locked Up. 


A drunken policeman terrorized the vicin- 
ity of Seventh and Arsenal streets Wednes- 
day evening, insulting women and attempt-

Mrs. Amend 
Spraul, one of the tenants, discovered him 
occupying a wash-tub and clothes-boiler as 
a bed. He refused to leave when she aroused 
him, and started to draw a weapon. 
Mrs. Spraul ran into the saloon, next 
door, and asked John Cwota and Charles 
Moench to put the man out. 
They found him in his old position in the 
tub, and after thoroughly waking him, pre- 
vailéd upon him to go home. The two as- 
sisted him to the sidewalk and Cwota start- 
ed to return to the saloon, 
(Moench tarried to give Lane some parting 
advice. The latter grew angry and, drew- 
ing his revolver, struck the man that was 
befriending him on the head.

PLUCKY ROSS, 


He Swam Ashore and Saved the Lives 
of His Four Shipwrecked 
Mates. 


BOSTON, Mass., Feb. 5.—Thirty-three fish- 
ermen, the crews of the Gloucester fishing 
schooners Nereid, Yosemite and Maggie and 
Mary, wrecked on the Nova Scotian coast 
in last week’s gale, have bean brought here 
by the steamer Boston from Yarmouth, N. 
S. All had terrible experiences to relate, 
but the four survivors of the Yosemite suf- 
fered by far the worst, and they owed their 
lives to wonderful luck and a fearless act 
of their mate. 

The Yosemite grounded close to Ram's 


Island Rock, near Little Harbor. The gale 
was a furious one, and the cold intense, 
but the crew were obliged to remain ex- 
posed for twenty hours, when the mate, 
Patrick Ross, took a line in his hand and 
plunged into the water. He succeeded in 
swimming through the dangerous sea, and, 
after much difficulty, landed on Little Har- 
bor Island, where he began hauling his ship- 
mates to safety by means of the line.

ATTORNEY MERIWETHER ASKS 
FOR A SANITY INQUIRY. 


SHERIFF SELECTING A PANEL. 


He Hopes to Have the [Investigation 
Finished Before the Date 
of Execution. 


A formal request for a Sheriff's Jury to in- 
quire into the sanity of murderer Charles 
T. Dreher was filed by Attorney Lee Meri- 
wether Friday morning. The request does 
not necessitate the summoning of the jury, 
as that matter is left solely at the option 
of the Sheriff. The law provides that the 
Sheriff may call a jury if he has reason to 
believe that a convict sentenced to death 
has become insane after the trial and prior 
to the execution. 

Sheriff Troll considers that he has ground 
for reasonable doubt as to Dreher’s sanity, 
and occupied himself Friday morning in 
selecting a panel of jurors. 

The panel will be presented to the Prose- 
cuting Attorney, who will have power to 
summon witnesses, conduct the examina- 
tion for the State, subpoena jurors and is- 
sue attachments. 

Sheriff Troll says that he will endeavor to 
have the jury of twelve competent men 
ready to hear evidence by the middle of 
next week: He expects that the evidence 
will be in and a verdict rendered within a 
week at most. This will obviate any inter- 
ference with the execution should Dreher 
be declared sane by the jury. 

There is a possibility that some delay may 
occur to defer the date of execution. 

Should the jury declare Dreher insane, the 
law provides that the Sheriff must suspend 
the execution and immediately notify the 
Governor of the result of the inquisition. 
The Governor may then, as his discretion 
dictates, suspend the execution indefinitely 
or commute the sentence to life imprison- 
ment. 

In summoning the jury Sheriff Troll may 
select whom he pleases. He says he will 
name twelve capable men.

EXECUTIONS AT HAVANA. 


Two More Insurgents Go Bravely to 
Their Death. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 5.—A_ special from 
Havana, via Key West, Fla., says: The 
sharp ring of rifle shots from the gray walls 
of the Cabanas fortress is heard daily at 
7 a. m., with unfailing regularity. It is the 
hour of execution. 

The morning’s programme was varied 
Monday by a double execution, with an 
added chaptergof cruelty and horror. The 
condemned were Enrique Helders Osma. a 
lad of 19, and Antonio Perdoma Guzman. 
They were charged with rebellion and in- 
cendiarkm. 

A band playing a lively air marched 
cheerily into the inclosure. Six hundred 
troops followed, and, with the inner walls 
as on the sides, formed a ‘hollow square. 
Eight soldiers separated from the ranks 
and took a stand on a mound, forming a 
slight elevation in the square. They had 
drawn the short straws the night 4 
and were to be executioners. 

Six priests appeared. Between them was 
young Osma and his fellow prisoner, with 
hands tied behind their backs. They stum- 
bled and would have fallen but for the as- 
sistance of the priests. They knelt to the 
ground with their faces to the wall and 
their backs to the executioners. The band 
céased playing. A priest stepped forward, 
and, gently stroking the boy’s cheek. whis- 
pered a few words of hope and retired to 
the lines. The executioners moved ten feet 
forward. The rifles were raised, the com- 
mand was given. Six shots rang and two 
pod™s fell forward to the ground. But the 
the boy was not dead; his left arm tWitched 
and vibrated. Another command was given 
and two of the firing party, who were held 
to give “mercy shots,” stepped forward.

A fine for drunkenness. 

As Sergt. King gazed upon the frail figure 
of the woman whose demise he had so con- 
fidently predicted so many years ago, as she 
hobbled from her cell to the patrol wagon, 
to be taken to court, he shook his head and 
pondered on the fallibility of human judg- 
ment. 
Ann had been a regular visitor th the 
Work- hause for Several years before the ten- 
der-hearted young pOliceman arrested her 
and she has been a regular vis tor there 
ever since. Instead of pining away under the 
rigors of the discipline of the city's white 
house, Ann throve apacé on the ekilly and 
plum duff that forms the staple regimen of 
the inmates, and grew sturdy in confine- 
ment.

Justice Haughton’s Ruling on Private 
Improvement Contracts. 


The decision by Justice Haughton Thurs- 
day that private contracts for the im- 
provement of streets are invalid, excites 


wonder among the members of the Board 
of Public Improvements. 

During the last two years very little im- 

rovement work of any other kind has been 
— because the city has been tied up 
in litigation. Miles and miles of strects 
have been improved in this way. Several 
streets in Tyler place were improved from 
Grand avenue to Tower Grove avenue. 

A great deal of this work has not been 
aid for. If Justice Haughton’s decfsion 
s sustained by the higher court, the con- 
tractors cannot compel the payment of 
their bills.

WHAT MR. DODGE DISCOVERED IN 
THE WEST. 


AN APPEAL TO WM’KINLEY. 


He Will Be Urged to Enlarge the Scope 
of Work by the Extra 
Session. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 5.—Light is dawning in 
the Hast on the Currency question. William 
E. Dodge made a speech before the Cham- 
ber of Commerce yesterday declaring that 
he learned from a trip West that the East 
does not understand the, South and West, 
and that there is a lack of money in im- 
portant sections that practically makes the 
transaction of business impossible except by 
the primitive system of barter. 

On motion of Isador Straus a committee 
Was appointed to urge McKinley to havé the 
currency question considered by the extra 
session of Congress a8 well as the tariff.

McKinley the views of the Chamber con- 
sists of John Harsen Rhoades, William E. 
Dodge, Charles F. Fairchild, George Foster 
Peabody, A. Swan Brown and Isador Straus. 
4 Dodge said, referring to hig Western 


D: 

“I found that there were great sections of 
Southern and Western country where there 
was absolutely no money at all; where the 
most primitive forms of barter obtained; 
where everything was most disorganized: 

One gentleman told me that in his coun- 
ty, which was quite a rich agricultural 
country, by some happy accident, a $530 bank 
bill had come down into the county, and 
that he had taken a horse and buggy and 
spent four days in visiting all the towns 
in the county, striving to get it changed 
into smaller bills, but had been unable to do 
so, and finally was obliged to send it to 
Richmond. 

There were Senators who told me that 
their constituents nevér saw a dollar of 
money from the beginning of the year to 
the end, with the result that they had con- 
stantly to get into debt to the local store- 
Keepers. The local storekeepers received 
their pay in kind. In fact, everything was 
drifting back to the old times before money 
was invented. And this was not in one sec- 
tion of the country only, but in large sec- 

ons, 

My impression is that if some thoughtful 
plan could be suggested, it would be quite 
possible to educate all the agricultural peo- 
ple of the country to understand that a 
man who was thrifty and honest and sober 
and prompt can always in some way get 
some money. It is a very hard thing—we do 
not understand it at all here, because we 
have so much money moving among us; but 
if every time we went to a store we were 
unable to buy anything except on credit— 
if we had no money to pay down to enable 
us to reap the advantages of cash payments 
—we would begin to be fretful. 

“I came away from Indianapolis with this 
very firm impression, and 1 have only ven- 
tured to submit it because I feel so deeply 
that unless those of us in the more favored 
parts of the country understand the condi- 
tion of our brothers and our fellow-citizens 
in the other parts of the country—unlesg we 
bring about some wise methods for their 
rellef—when the year 1900 comes we shall 
be swamped with an infinitely more power- 
ful vote against us than during this last 
election.“

Its province is as much tn the interest of the 
puny, neglected, overfed, under-exercised 
children of the rich, as those of the poor. 
The originators of the congress believe in 
the necessity for organized effort on the 
part of the mothers of the land, concerning 
all questions which family and home bring 
to every woman. 

The National Congress of Mothers had its 
birth at Chautauqua in the summer of 1895, 
when Mrs. T. . Birney of Washington 
sketched the possibility of such a plan. On 
her return Mrs. Birney interested many of 
the representative women of that city in the 
cause, among others Mrs. Adlai Stevenson, 
Mrs. John G. Carlisle, Mrs. Daniel Lamont, 
Miss Herbert, Mrs. William L. Wilson, Mrs. 
Judson Harmon, Mrs. Ellen M. Henrotin, 
President of the General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, and Mrs. Phoebe Hearst, 
through whose generosity those most 1 
interested have found it 283 to pus 
forward preparations for the congress in a 
business-like way. Miss Frances E. Willard 
is heartily indorsing the meeting. 

The programme promises the addresses 
and discussions on all topics appropriate to 
such a gathering, by eminent specialists and 
experienced men and women, including An- 
thony Comstock, Hamilton Cushing, Mrs.

THEY ARE EMPLOYES OF THE 
AMERICAN RATTAN WORKS. 


SOME M’KINLEY PROSPERITY. 


Pre-Election Promises to Increase 
Wages If McKinley Were Elected 
the Cause of the Trouble. 


Forty employes of the American Rattan 
Works at 1602 South Second street went out 
On a strike Wednesday because the ante- 
election promise of higher wages was not 
fulfilled, and for the further reason that 
they were not earning enough to live. The 
walk-out was attended with no disturbance 
and the discontented employes have not re- 
turned to the factory since. As a precau- 
tionary measure, however, two policemen 
patrol the immediate vicinity day and night. 

The strikers held a meeting at Mohn's 
Hall, 2101 South Broadway, Thursday and 
unanimously decided to remain out until 
their terms were acceded to. f 

“We might as well starve on the street as 
to starve at work,“ was the sentiment of 
the discontented employes as voiced by one 


of their number. 

According to the strikers, there will be no 

attempts at violence. No union men will 
take their places as it will be impossible to 
get the skilled labor required, because this 
s the busy season. They claim to have 
lenty of money in the treasury to hold out 
ndefinitely. Their action has been indorsed 
by the Trades and Labor Union and a boy- 
cott will be considered at the next meeting 
of that body. 

The American Rattan Works is engaged in 
the manufacture of reed baby carriages and 
furniture. A. Boeker is President of the 
firm. It employs about 300 men in several 
different departments, The reed depart- 
ment is the only one affected by the strike. 
There are but three men left at work in the 
department and these have earned the ha- 
tred of the strikers. 

A movement is on foot to inaugurate a 
2 — strike. This would compcl 
the concern to close down or else secure 
noh-union men As it is, the strike in the 
reed department will practically cripple the 
ooncern until a settlement is made or the 
places of the strikers filled. 

Before election, it is claimed by the strik- 
ers, President Boeker placarded the factory 
with huge posters showing McKinley with 

eys in his hands opening the doors of 
closed mills and pointing the way to better 
wages and restored prosperity. 

At first the popters were torn down by the 
employes, and then a Sign was pasted be- 
neath them which read: Any employe de- 
facing or destroying this poster will be dis- 
charged.“ Shortly after that, it is related, 
one of the foremen appeared in the factory 
wearing A Bryan button. The same day he 
was ‘discharged. Half of the men were 
afraid to have any political opinions after 
that. The promises of increased wages and 
steady work influenced a number of votes 
for gold. McKinley won, but prosperity has 
been a trifle slow in getting here and the 
men are discouraged. 

The men looked in vain for the promised 
increase. The posters about the place, 
with their promise of better times, served 
as a mockery to those who had

HIS FAMILY HAD A FEAST. 


What Was Left Refused at the Reduc- 


tion Works, Where All or None 
Was Wanted.. 


Gus Giesen, an ignorant laborer, spent all 
of Friday morning driving about in the 
mud and rain, trying to dispose of a dump- 
cart full of dissected horse meat and bones, 

Giesen made himself a present of a stray 
horse Thursday and decided to have a 
feast of horse flesh for himself, his wife 
and four small children. He accordingly 
killed the horse, cut up the carcass and had 
a part of it for supper. He was satisfied 
and so were the children. The wife ate her 


ortion with relish, and Geisen thought 
e had a very good thing of it all around. 

He says that he killed the horse for food 
because his family was starving and had 
not tasted meat for months. H's ap- 
pearance and that of the children, how- 
ever, does not indicate that they have been 
starving long. Giesen is a very healthy 
looking, stolid foreigner. A visit was paid 
to his home Fr'day morning. His house is 
in an old sink hole about 200 yards due north 
of Ed Butler’s stink factory in Keokuk 
street. It might be called the southeast 
corner of Osage street and Missouri ave- 
nue. The house is a compact, well-built lit- 
tle affair, with the roof about on a level 
with the street. The roof is covered with 
tin, which has been recently painted with 
red mineral paint. The whole place is warm 
looking and comfortable. A steep flight of 
steps leads down into the hollow, ich 
forms the front yard. 

Lying’ next to a stump were two big 
chunks of horse meat which would weight 
about forty pounds each. They were covered 
with pieces of horse hide.

If the Bill Becomes a Law the Com- 
pany Will Have to Serve Its 
Patrons Properly. 


Senator Brewster of St. Joseph, Mo., has 
introduced in the State Senate a bil! of 
more than ordinary interest to St. Loulsans. 
Its fate is a matter of great concern to 
householders. 

The bill provides for the appointment 
by the Governor, with the approval of the 
Senate, of a Gas Inspector in cities of 
over 100,000 inhabitants, at a salary of $3 0°0 
a year. His duty will be to inspect gas 
meters and gas holders. 

For every gas meter inspected he shall 
collect a fee of 50 cents from the gas com- 
pany owning it and turn the fee into the 
State Treasury. All gas meters are to be 
inspected twice a year. He shall also test 
the gas at frequent intervals, and if the 
quality {s below the standard required by 
the city in which the company operates, 
the gas company shall be mulcted in a 


varying sum to the limit of $500 for each 
offense. ‘ 

Perhaps nowhere in the State will the pro- 
visions of this bill, if it becomes a law and 
is rigidly enforced, be more welcomed than 
in this city. Consumers of gas in St. Lou's 
have waged an unceasing warfare, as in- 
effectual as it is one-sided, against the 
companies engaged in the manufacture and 
distribution of gas, ever since the commo- 
dity was first manufactured here. 

The inconveniences and annoyances suf- 
fered by the consumers of gas at the hands 
of the gas companies and their employees 
have become a portion of current humorous 
literature in the past two decades. 

The recent reduction in the price proved 
of no practical benefit, since it was accom- 
panied by a deterioration in quality. It 
was charged that the companies, to meet 
and overcome the deficiency in their rev- 
enues, furnished a cheaper material by di- 
luting the coal gas with water gas. What- 


ever the reason, the result Was apparent in 


the poor quality of the illuminant furnished 
consumers. 

Monthly gas bills have shown no appreci- 
able diminution under the present reduc- 
tion. Patrons are complaining that their 
gas bills amount to as much and in gome 
cases more than they did when gas was 
$1.50 per thousand feet. 

The system of inspection of the gas meters 
of consumers, as now conducted by the 
company, is subject to bitter criticism on 
the part of the consumers, who declare that 
the company is entirely too arbitary in this 
matter - — 

The inspection of the meters is done by 
the company’s own employes. If a patron 
complains that his meter registers too fast, 
the meter is inspected by the employe, upon 
whose report, invariably adverse to the can- 
sumer, the company stands, allowing the 
consumer absolutely no recourse. Should 
a customer employ his own inspector, the 
company refuses to accept the report. In 
either event the customer is the loser. 

The City Lighting Department is popularly 
supposed to exerc!se supervision over the 
gas companies as well as over the electric 
lighting corporations. This is true to a lim- 
ited extent, but the powers of the City Light- 
ing Inspector in this direction are so cir- 
cumscribed that they are practically of no

President Boyd says he sees little hope 
of any arrangement being effected without 
the abandonment of the proposed Coliseum 
or the destruction of Music Hall. The Lo- 
cust Street Improvement Association, com- 
posed of holders of 2,000 feet of Locust 
street property between Fourth street and 
Ware avenue, recognize the difficulties that 
confront them, but they are determined not 
to abandon their. project while there is the 
least hope of its attainment. 

The movement to open Locust street by 
an arcade through the Exposition building 
took formal shape Thursday afternoon at 
a meeting in the Mercantile Club. Mr. 
Arthur Lee was chairman, and Mr. Henry 
Semple Ames secretary.

Attorney Robt. Claiborne has been re- 
tained by the Wardens and put in pos- 
session of all the information they have 
with instructions to apply for warrants if 
he thinks he can obtain convictions, and, if 
not, to wait until more evidence can be se- 
cured. ’ 
They propose, however, to stop the selling 
of game out of season. ‘The on y game not 
protected after Jan. 1 is ducks and geese. 

Judge Claiborne says he will apply for 
warrants against ten local dealers saturday 
morning. eir cases will be tried before 
Judge Murphy in the Court of Criminal 
Correction. 

“There are more than 700 dealers in this 
city and throughout the State, said Juige 
Claiborne, “‘who have violated the game 
law.

The Amalgamiated Improvement Associa- 
tion of Ellendafé is the cause of it. 

The association sent to Chief Sanitary 
Officer Francis Wednesday a protest against 
emptying the new Tower Grove storm sewer 
into the River des Peres. The protest should 
have been sent to the Sewer Department. 
The question is one of drainage. Sanitation 
comes in only incidentally. 

Sewer Commissioner Colby was more 
choleric than usual when he was asked 
about it. The Sanitary Department has 
no more to do with it than you have,” he 
said contemptuously. 

Sanitary Officer Francis and Health Com- 
missioner Starkloff insist that as a sanitary 
question was involved, it was proper to ad- 
dress the protest to the Sanitary Depart- 
ment. They admit, however, that they can 
only take action with reference to the sani- 
tary aspect of the question. That will leave 
the main grievance of the suburbanites still 


unadjusted. 

This main grievance will not be brought to 
the attention of the Sewer Commissioner 
in any formal manner and he is the only 
man who can give the necessary relief. The 
sanitary and health officials will not appeal 
to him. They may file a protest with the 
Board of Public Improvements, but if they 
do the matter will be referred to Mr. Colby. 
The suburbanites are sore at the Sewer 
Commissioner. They claim to have received 
grossly discourteous treatment at his hands. 
Some time ago a committee from the im- 
provement association called on him. They 
respectfully asked him to consider their ob- 
jections to the Tower Grove sewer. He 
gruffly told them, it is said, that they were 
all wrong. The sewer would not increase the 
volume of water in the river and would not 
connect with the Mill Creek sewer. They 
had seen the plans and were perfectly fa- 
miliar with the territory to be drained. They 
asked him to explain. Mr. Colby does not 
like to explain things. It takes too much 
time. He construed their request as an im- 
peachment of his veracity. e told them if 
they did not believe him he had nothing

A bill has been introduced in the State 
Legislature making it a felony, punishable 
by five years in the penitentiary, for any 
married man to be found guilty of matri- 
monial infidelity. 

The other sins, such as going to base ball 
games on Sunday, betting money on horse 
races or in bucket shops and indulging in 
fermented liquors are looked after in other 
measures introduced at other times. 

The infidelity business is taken up in a 
separate and special bill, which the local le-, 
gal talent surmise is in a measure due to 
the decision of Judge Sherwood in the 
Chandler case. The law, as it is at present, 


provides a penalty for the punishment of any 


man found guilty of living in open and no- 
torious adultery. Under 
Sherwood ruled that if the man was duly 
precautious about locking the doors, etc., 
he could nos be punished. The law-givers at 
Jefferson City have evidently concluded that 
the laws originally promulgated by Moses 


and reinforced by the Missouri State Legis- 


lature were getting weak in spots and 
needed additional tinkering. 

A number of prominent citzens and law- 
yers have been asked for opinions upon the 
merits of the measure.
